A COUPLE have lost their life 
savings after the hotel they 
were due to marry at ran into 
financial trouble. 

Vicki Manford and Paul Mitchell 
handed over £2,000 cash for the day 
of their dreams just 10 days before ad¬ 
ministrators moved in. 

Now they have been left desperately trying to 
find another venue before their big day in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The Wild Pheasant Hotel in Llangollen closed 
down suddenly amid safety concerns. The ad¬ 
joining spa business is separate and has re¬ 
mained open. 

The lunchtime closure left staff without jobs, 
guests without a bed for the night and those 
planning weddings and events in the lurch. 

Vicki and Paul, from Chirk, were on a camp¬ 
ing holiday with their young children when the 
hotel closed last Wednesday. 

Vicki said: “I was in denial 
at first and just assumed that 
everything would be sorted 
out. 

“It wasn’t until we got 
home and spoke to the ad¬ 
ministrators that we realised 
that we had lost everything, 
the money and the wedding 
of my dreams.” 

“I love the Wild Pheasant. 
We celebrate all our special 

occasions there. 

“Just a couple of days after we had paid the 
money we went back for my birthday. There 
was absolutely no indication that anything was 
wrong.” 

Vicki, 37, who has six children, said the hotel 
would have been ideal. 

She said: “Because of the children we wanted 
somewhere that would cater for all of us and 
where we could have the ceremony and the cel¬ 
ebrations in the same place. 

“It would have been perfect for the younger 
children and I was looking forward to enjoy¬ 
ing the spa before the ceremony with the older 
ones.” 

She said the couple had always talked about 
the Wild Pheasant for their wedding. 

“I feel like I have been cheated out of my big 
day.” 

The couple are now trying to find an alterna¬ 
tive venue. 

Earlier in the summer the Wild Pheasant was 
put on the market with a £2.25 million price tag. 

A spokeswoman for administrators, Duff & 
Phelps said: “Steve Muncaster and Sarah Bell, 
Managing Directors of Duff & Phelps, were ap¬ 
pointed joint administrators of O&S Hotels Ltd, 
which trades as The Wild Pheasant Hotel in Lla¬ 
ngollen, North Wales. 

“The hotel was closed due to health and 
safety concerns and all existing bookings will be 
cancelled. With the closure of the hotel, all em¬ 
ployees were made redundant with immediate 
effect.” 



Thousands sign petition over future of health care

A PETITION of more than 4,000 names call¬ 
ing for a new emergency care centre to be 
based in Shrewsbury has been handed over to 
health chiefs. 

Councillor Paul Milner, the mayor of 
Oswestry, took the signatures to a meeting of 
the Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group 
at Shirehall yesterday (Wednesday). 

He fears that people living in the Oswestry 
area, including outlying villages, could be put 
at risk if the proposed emergency centre is in 
Telford. 

Councillor Milner had already written to 
CCG leader David Evans putting forward 
his views on why what he described as a new, 
super A&E should be in Shrewsbury and not 
Telford. The National Health Service’s Future 


Fit consultation says that Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust cannot sustain 
two A&E departments. 

It is consulting over its plans for one re¬ 
gional emergency care centre which would 
be able to offer more specialist care than can 
currently be accessed at either Shrewsbury or 
Telford, with urgent care centres created in 
three or four areas. 

Signatures for the petition have come from 
the town of Oswestry and futher afield, in¬ 
cluding more isolated areas such as Rhydy- 
croesau. 

The mayor said: “Telford is already served 
by Shropshire and emergency services in Wol¬ 
verhampton and Stoke. 

“However, if facilities were removed from 


Shrewsbury, the distance from some parts of 
north Shropshire to a site in Telford could be 
up to two hours. Clearly this is unacceptable 
and places patients at significant and unac¬ 
ceptable risk. 

“If facilities move from Shrewsbury then 
there are also the problems of public trans¬ 
port and the limitations and costs that apply 
for any patient who does not have the benefit 
of their own transport.” 

He said that the CCG must also be mind¬ 
ful of the projected growth of Oswestry and 
its surrounds with an increase of some 2,200 
houses predicted over the next few years. 

The petition said if the decision is to site the 
new centre in Telford, then Oswestry must 
have its own urgent care centre. 


BINS 

Fears raised after 
rats are spotted 
in town car park 

RATS have been spotted in a town car 
park, sparking health fears and dismay 
at the impression it gives visitors. 

Robert Robinson, clerk of Welshpool 
Town Council, spoke of his concerns 
about the high number of rats taking up 
residence at the town’s Berriew Street car 
park. 

He said: “This isn’t a couple I’m talking 
about, after being told about the problem 
I went to inspect the car park and within 
seconds I’d seen at least half a dozen of 
them. This isn’t what people want to see, 
it doesn’t give visitors a good impression 
of the town.” 

Mr Robinson said he believed the prob¬ 
lem was mainly because of people misus¬ 
ing the recycling bins at the car park. 

“Many people are leaving sacks there 
with food in, which they shouldn’t be,” 
he said. 

Mr Robinson said the town council is 
now pressing Powys County Council for 
the recycling bins to be removed from the 
site. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment and sustainability, 
said: “The council is aware of this issue of 
rats at Berriew Street car park. We have 
contacted Welshpool Town Council about 
the possibility of removing the banks as 
there are alternative provisions nearby 
and it would reduce waste dumped at this 
location as unfortunately these recycling 
centres do attract fly-tipping.”

Call for A5 safety 
improvements 

A PETITION has been launched calling 
for safety improvements on an accident 
black-spot. 

The latest accident on the A5/A483 
Chirk bypass happened on Sunday when a 
female passenger was left with life-chang¬ 
ing injuries after a crash between a car 
and a motorcycle. Now campaigners want 
to to see overtaking restrictions and an 
average speed camera system introduced 
between the Gledrid roundabout and the 
Halton roundabout.

THE Prince of Wales has agreed 
to remain as patron of the Llan¬ 
gollen International Musical Ei¬ 
steddfod which will celebrate its 
70th birthday next year. 

It continues a long relationship be¬ 
tween The Prince of Wales and the 
festival which he has visited three 
times - most recently last year, along¬ 
side The Duchess of Cornwall. 

Last year Prince Charles was coaxed 
into dancing with members of a Punjabi 
bhangra group from Nottingham, the 
Sheerer Punjabi dancers, as he waved off 
the traditional Parade of Nations. 

The Prince of Wales, accompanied by 
Diana, Princess of Wales first attended 
the Eisteddfod in 1985 and he returned in 
2006, with the Duchess of Cornwall. The 
festival, founded in 1947 to promote inter¬ 
national peace and harmony, is no stranger 
to Royal visits. 

In 1953 it was one of the first of the new¬ 
ly-crowned Queen Elizabeth’s official en¬ 
gagements after she succeeded her father, 
George VI, and she also returned, in 1992 
to open the Royal International Pavilion 
while other Royal visitors have been Prin¬ 
cess Margaret and the Princess Royal. 

Dr Rhys Davies, event chairman, said: 
“Naturally we are delighted that the Prince 
is to remain as patron of this wonderful 
event and we hope he will do so for many 
years to come. 

“It maintains our royal connection and is 
excellent news after a very successful 70th 
Eisteddfod which saw higher visitor num¬ 
bers, three sell-out concerts, an increase 
in overseas groups and a sunnier financial 
outlook. 

“We’re on course to at least break even 
which gives us a much brighter financial 
outlook as we head towards out 70th anni¬ 
versary in 2017.” 

The decision to move the Parade of Na¬ 
tions to Friday from the opening day was 
vindicated by hugely increased numbers of 
competitors taking part and 7,000 on the 
streets, including 1,000 in the parade. 

Dr Davies added: “The Carmen evening 
concert was absolutely splendid and Bryn 
Terfel and Joseph Calleja on Thursday 
night were also truly memorable while it 
was a pleasure to see one of my personal 
favourites, Jools Holland, returning to the 
Eisteddfod stage for a brilliant Sunday con¬ 
cert.” 


MARATHON world record holder, Amy 
Hughes has set herself another challenge - 
this time solely on a treadmill. 

The Shropshire runner, originally from 
West Felton near Oswestry, is aiming to 
beat the world record for the most miles 
run on a treadmill in seven days - which 
currently stands at 517 miles. 

She is hoping to cover 530 miles, without 
moving from the machine. 

It will mean that Amy will have to run 
three marathons every day for seven days. 


She has not revealed when her challenge 
will begin but Amy says she will complete 
the challenge in Manchester, where she 
now works. 

She said: “It is going to be a really hard 
challenge. I am not a treadmill runner so 
it will be tough mentally as well as physi¬ 
cally.” 

The 28-year-old will be raising funds 
for her charity, The 53 Foundation, which 
helps to promote sport. 

In 2014 the athlete shot to national 


prominence when she ran 53 marathons in 
53 days to set a world record, at the same 
time raising £53,000 for the Isabelle Lottie 
Foundation, which supports the families 
of children with or recovering from brain 
tumours. 

She was also nominated for a Pride of 
Britain award for her efforts.

IMPROVEMENTS to the A5 near 
Oswestry are essential to bring 
employers and new jobs to the 
region, a councillor has said. 

Councillor Arthur Walpole says that 
with huge business parks being creat¬ 
ed off the M54 now is the time to en¬ 
sure that the economic boost can also 
be felt further north. 

He says better transport links could help 
smaller business park projects, like one 
planned for Oswestry, blossom. 

New transport minister John Hayes has 
been asked to make the dualling of the A5 
road through Shropshire a top priority. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
has invited Mr Hayes, appointed roads 
minister by new Prime Minister Theresa 
May, to see for himself why dualling the 
A5 from Nesscliffe to Oswestry should be 
a high priority. 

The invitation comes only three months 
after former roads minister, Andrew Jones 
travelled the 22-miles of the single car¬ 
riageway A5 between Montford Bridge and 
the Welsh border by car with Mr Paterson 
to view the road for himself. He also took 
to a tractor to try to cross the trunk road at 
Shotatton and went on to Pant and Llany- 
mynech to speak to residents campaigning 
for a bypass for the A483. 

Councillor Walpole who represents a 
large part of the area affected by both trunk 
roads, said the pressure to make changes 
had to be kept up. He said: “We need to get 
the focus of the new roads minister. We 
were all very heartened by the visit by An¬ 
drew Jones and his calls for us to feed into 
the consultation for the future roads strat¬ 
egy. There is a lot of economic development 
taking place at the bottom of the M54. If 
we can jump on this and ensure that we get 
the much needed roads improvements for 
the A5 north of Shrewsbury than we can 
benefit from it. 

“We need to attract businesses further 
north and to do that we need good trans¬ 
port links. There is a project for a business 
park at the gateway to Oswestry. Proposals 
like that would blossom if we could get this 
road improvements.” Mr Paterson said he 
was determined to keep up the pressure for 
the improvements. The MP said: “I have 
send the dossier of the visit by Andrew 
Jones and the minutes of the public meet¬ 
ings that he attended while he was here to 
John Hayes.” 


FROM puppies to polar bears, art¬ 
ist Pam Rundle says her love of the 
countryside has inspired her new 
exhibition. 

Her work has gone on display at 
the Oswestry Visitor and Exhibition 
Centre in the town centre. 

Ms Rundle, who lives near Welsh¬ 
pool, has lived and worked on the 
Shropshire/Powys border for 20 
years, sharing her life with her hus¬ 
band, four Italian Spinone dogs and 
two Main Coon cats. 

Her love of the countryside and 
passion for animals and conserva¬ 
tion issues has been transferred to 
her art, on display at the centre in 


the grounds of St Oswald’s Parish 
Church throughout August. 

“I donate an amount from each 
sculpture I sell to a number of se¬ 
lected animal treatment, animal 
rescue and conservation societies,” 
she said. 

“I’ve worked in some form of art 
since I was 15 - starting in watercol¬ 
our painting, but finally discovering 
the joy of sculpture. 

“After trying various methods 
and materials, I settled with ceramic 
sculpture as my preferred form. 

“The hand-built sculptures are 
made using thin slabs and small 
pieces of clay and built up over a 


newspaper base like a puzzle or mo¬ 
saic. I like to think that every one of 
my sculptures has some of the soul 
of the animal within it.” 

The display is one of two exhibi¬ 
tions currently at the centre. 

The other, on the first floor, is the 
annual Oswestry Art competition. 

More than 40 entries were hung 
in the centre last week and they will 
be judged over the next two months. 

Elbe Phillips from the centre said 
entries included paintings, sculp¬ 
ture, textiles and photography. 

“It was an open theme and so 
there are a wide variety of subjects,” 
she said.

The event will be held on Septem¬ 
ber 6 at 7.30pm, with doors opening 
at 6.45pm. Tickets are £20.

Council increases funding 
for service transfer plans

FUNDING available for community organisations interested in taking 
over some local services is being increased by Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet. 

Following a review, the cabinet has agreed to increase funding available to 
town, community councils and other community organisations to 45 per cent of 
the direct cost of providing the service. 

The funding will be offered for five years following transfer of the service with a review 
of operations at the end of that period. The new funding arrangements replace a sliding 

- scale that operated over three years with a 

maximum of 40 per cent of costs. 

Cabinet member for commissioning 
Councillor Graham Brown said: “This new 
funding scheme provides more funding and 
greater security for those organisations 
considering taking on local service deliv¬ 
ery. We are confident that the new scheme 
will prove attractive to local organisations 
and generate more interest in taking on 
important local services for the benefit of 
their communities. Without increased take 
up from community organisations the level 
of services provided by the county council 
could fall to a minimum or disappear com¬ 
pletely.

Incubators for air ambulances 


Incubators are set to be installed on Wales Air Ambulances to boost care of babies 


BABIES in need of urgent care will be able 
to get treatment faster with incubators set 
to be installed on Wales Air Ambulances. 

The charity, which has a helicopter 
based at Mid Wales Airport in Welshpool, 
has bought two £70,000 bespoke incubators 
which will be fitted on board later this year. 

Their introduction will replace long road 
ambulance journeys for babies from across 
the region. 

The charity operates the official National 
Children’s Air Ambulance in Wales, airlift¬ 
ing 250 children a year from life-threaten¬ 
ing emergencies or to children’s hospitals 


across the UK. The incubators boast the 
world’s first infant harness tested to avia¬ 
tion emergency landing conditions. 

The charity has also recently announced 
it has bought a new helicopter. Charity 
chief executive Angela Hughes said: “Cru¬ 
cially, the incubator is heated, and has a 
Perspex chamber, meaning that medics can 
see clearly in order to monitor the baby dur¬ 
ing the course of the flight. It’ll enable us 
to accept more missions to help save lives 
across Wales.’’Crew training is currently 
taking place and the incubator service will 
run as a trial to the end of 2016.

Life-saving 
duties for 
caring Hedd 

WHEN he was a college student Hedd 
Thomas had an unusual interest outside 
the classroom - volunteering as a lifeboat 
crew member. 

Returning to his landlocked home he 
never thought his skills would be needed 
again. But last week the 29-year-old headed 
off to the Greek island of Lesbos to crew a 
lifeboat run by Refugee Rescue. 

Mr Thomas, from Llanwddyn near 
Oswestry, is spending two weeks patrolling 
the seas where thousands of refugees have 
lost their lives. 

He is raising funds to help crew the ves¬ 
sel, Mo Chara, a decommissioned RNLI 
Atlantic 75 Lifeboat. After completing 
his GCSEs at Llanfyllin High School, Mr 
Thomas carried on his studies at an inter¬ 
national college on the Bristol Channel. 

“It was there, nine years ago, I trained to 
crew a lifeboat,” he said. “I completed col¬ 
lege with a pager on my belt, ready to ditch 
class and run down to the station should 
the coastguard ever give the call. 

“Now that call has come again.” 

He said after retraining with Atlantic 
Pacific he was ready to begin his service. 

The musician and writer said crewing a 
lifeboat was not cheap and the charity ran 
entirely on donations. 

“There’s flights, accommodation and 
food. There’s also medical supplies, life 
jackets, dry suits, radios, tools and con¬ 
stant maintenance,” he added.

Warning on 'tombstoning' 


TEENAGERS are being warned of the dan¬ 
gers of “tombstoning” off bridges across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

The warning comes after police were 
called to Llangollen near Oswestry where 
youths had been seen jumping into the 
rock-strewn River Dee below. 

A spokesman for North Wales Police said: 
“The water can be very deep and swimmers 
can easily find themselves out of their 
depth. 

“The hidden dangers are immense and 
can quickly lead to something more seri¬ 
ous.” 

Youngsters have been seen jumping into 
rivers in local towns and villages and caught 
on camera splashing about on Shrewsbury’s 
weir too. 


Inspector James Dunn, from West Mercia 
Police, said entering the water at Shrews¬ 
bury’s weir was a “highly dangerous” ac¬ 
tivity. 

The officer said: “I urge parents to make 
sure they know where their youngsters are 
and give them strong advice about the dan¬ 
gers.” 

A spokesman for the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents, said: “Tombston¬ 
ing is an activity which has occurred around 
the coast for generations, unfortunately 
over recent years it has gained attention for 
the wrong reasons, with a number of people 
killed or seriously injured. 

“The title was adopted because of the way 
a person falls and plunges into deep water, 
in a similar way a stone would.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Hearing councils talk about 
cutting leisure services across 
Shropshire makes me really an¬ 
gry so what a relief it was to hear 
that Oswestry’s Leisure Centre is 
safe. 

County authorities have a 
moral duty to ensure there is pro¬ 
vision for leisure activities and 
Shropshire falls into that catego¬ 
ry, despite all the cuts the body 
is having to make. News that 
Shropshire Council will invest 
and support a community leisure 
hub at Oswestry is the best news 
I’ve heard for a long time. 

The authority has announced 
plans to invest in Oswestry, 
Shrewsbury and Ludlow as part 
of a 20-year strategy - which 
makes complete sense. They are 
the three most populated areas 
of this section of Shropshire and 
Oswestry’s outstanding leisure 
centre will continue to attract 
visitors from a wide area around 
the town. 

A recent audit gave the centre 
a 92% excellent score, describ¬ 
ing the venue as a “flagship facil¬ 
ity for North Shropshire. 

The fact that 223,555 visits 
were made to the centre last 
year is testimony to its popu¬ 
larity. It would have been a sad 
day for Oswestry and a massive 
black mark against Shropshire 
Council had a decision been 
made to close the facility. 


And talking about getting an¬ 
gry brings me to the subject of a 
group of travellers who descend¬ 
ed on Welshpool last week, tak¬ 
ing over the town centre’s Church 
Street Car Park with an array of 
highly expensive cars, vans, car¬ 
avans and motorhomes. 

How can this be allowed to 
happen for over a week before 
Powys County Council take en¬ 
forcement action to have them 
shifted? Did any of them pay a 
penny to be parked there? No. 
So why should we put up with it? 

On the very day they arrived I 
was reading an article in a South 
Wales newspaper about imme¬ 
diate action being taken to re¬ 
move a similar visitation from a 
public park in Cardiff. So why did 
Powys County Council take so 
long to move these visitors on? 

And just as a final message to 
Powys Council it was interesting 
to note that the travellers first put 
up camp in the Berriew Street 
Car Park but quickly moved 
base after finding themselves 
overrun by rats from the county 
council owned skips. 

What message does that send 
out to visitors to Welshpool? 

The people of Welshpool and 
the rest of the county are quick¬ 
ly running out of patience with 
Powys Council. 

Everyone appreciates the au¬ 
thority is having to make cuts 
with less Welsh Government 
funding on the table but the big 
question is are the cuts being 
made in the right places?

This column is about the state 
of UK politics. 

The last few months have 
been almost unbelievable - more 
tumultuous than I’ve ever known. 

It all began with the last Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

None of the opinion polls had 
predicted a Conservative victo¬ 
ry. Such was the shock that the 
leaders of both the Labour and 
Liberal Democrats, Ed Miliband 
and Nick Clegg resigned imme¬ 
diately afterwards. 

It was an even bigger shock 
when Jeremy Corbyn was elect¬ 
ed Labour leader, despite most 
Labour MPs not supporting him. 
He was elected by party mem¬ 
bers. And then we had the EU 
Referendum. 

The British people decided 
that we would leave the Euro¬ 
pean Union - yet another shock, 
not predicted by any of the opin¬ 
ion polls. 

This led to the immediate 
resignation of David Cameron, 
and the rapid election of Theresa 
May as our new Prime Minister. 
Incredibly, out of this turmoil, the 
Conservative Government now 
looks stable and secure. 

At present, turmoil is rife in Her 
Majesty’s Official Opposition, 
otherwise known as the Labour 
Party. It may seem odd that a 
Conservative MP is concerned 
about the future of Labour. 

But I am. Since political giants, 
Disraeli and Gladstone faced 
each other across the Despatch 
Box, British politics has been ad¬ 
versarial. 

The Government proposes, 
and the Opposition opposes, 
testing the soundness of what’s 
proposed in fierce forensic de¬ 
bate. 

In theory, only a well-argued 
new law will make it to the Stat¬ 
ute Book. 

Bad law is created when op¬ 
position is too weak to challenge. 
Which is where we are now. 

The Labour opposition is in a 
shambolic state, and seems to¬ 
tally uninterested in taking power 
by winning a General Election. 

And in addition, this worries 
me because of the tendency 
for Government backbenchers 
to provide the opposition when 
the official Opposition doesn’t or 
cannot. 

And it’s not just British politics 
that is going through a nervous 
breakdown. 

Across the Atlantic, we see 
the Republican candidate for the 
office of President and leader of 
the free world is a rabble rouser. 

Surely he cannot win, but in 
today’s political climate anything 
seems possible. 

We really could do with some 
boring calm.

Teens arrested 
over drug offences 

MORE than 120 teenagers - and one 
12-year-old - have been arrested for 
drug offences in the region over the 
last five years. 

Figures released by West Mercia 
Police, the force that covers Shrop¬ 
shire, Herefordshire, and Worcester¬ 
shire, show that between 2011 and 
2015, 128 young people under the age 
of 16 have been arrested for drug of¬ 
fences, including possession, supply 
and even production in one instance 
- with a 15-year-old arrested for can¬ 
nabis production. 

The youngest offender was 
12-years-old, while the highest num¬ 
ber of arrests were among 15-year- 
olds, with 82 made over the five-year 
period. 

Five 13-year-olds were arrested, as 
well as 40 14-year-olds. 

Offences include possession of Class 
A drugs including cocaine, heroin and 
MDMA, possession of Class B drugs 
cannabis, amphetamine and a deriv¬ 
ative of cathinone, and a Class C sub¬ 
stance. 

Farm's wedding 
glamping venue 

A FARM business is moving into the 
wedding and the tourism industry by 
offering “glamping” accommodation. 

Tanycoed Farm, in Llansilin, near 
Oswestry, has been granted planning 
permission for the use of land for a 
glamping site, which will offer luxuri¬ 
ous camping facilities. 

The plans include 10 yurts and the 
conversion of the existing stables and 
a disused room over a garage into ad¬ 
ditional glamping accommodation. 

Permission has also been granted to 
use some of the land for an additional 
campsite for up to about 20 tents. 

Within the permission is also the 
change of use and conversion of a barn 
to a wedding and event venue with al¬ 
terations including a patio area and 
the conversion of a stable into a toilet 
and shower block.

Mole ploughs will be deployed as 
part of the Connecting Shropshire 
initiative to bring fast broadband in¬ 
ternet links to the more remote parts 
of the county. 

Connecting Shropshire is a joint 
initiative by Shropshire Council and 
BT to increase superfast broadband 
coverage in rural areas. 


The mole plough digs below the 
earth’s surface and threads the ca¬ 
bles through a small hole, in an 
attempt to minimise disruption to 
motorists. The specialist machinery 
creates a channel through the soil 
just big enough to enable engineers 
to lay the ducting, for the fibre optic 
cable to be pulled through later.

Council looking 
for homes tenders 

BUSINESSES are being urged to ap¬ 
ply for work in bringing homes in Mid 
Wales up to standard. 

As part of the commitment to bring 
Powys County Council’s housing stock 
up to Welsh Housing Quality Stand¬ 
ard there is a continued need to carry 
out major works of improvement to 
council properties across the county. 

The contracts for delivering these 
programmes of works will be tendered 
out for the period 2017-2021. 

Cabinet member responsible for 
housing, Councillor Rosemarie Harris 
said: “The tender to carry out these 
works is part of a critical programme 
for us to ensure all our housing stock 
is brought up to standard in the next 
two years, and to ensure that we 
maintain the standard beyond that 
point.” 


THE Welsh Government has been 
criticised for “failing to protect 
the interests of communities” as 
18 schools have closed across 
Powys in the past decade. 

Russell George, Assembly Member 
for Montgomeryshire, has hit out at 
the government after it was revealed 
that since 2006 there have been 157 
school closures across Wales - 60 per 
cent of them in rural Wales. 

The areas worst affected by closures are 
Powys, which has seen 18 schools close, and 
Ceredigion with 20. Mr George said: “The 
disproportionate rate at which schools in 
rural Wales are being shut down shows that 
the Welsh Government is failing to protect 
the interests of communities across Powys. 

“Now that we have a new cabinet sec¬ 
retary for education, Kirsty Williams AM, 
who represents a large part of Powys, I 
will be looking for this trend to be reversed 
because I believe no rural school deliver¬ 
ing the national curriculum should close, 
without the agreement of parents and gov¬ 
ernors.” The figure was revealed after a 
written Assembly question was submitted 
by the Welsh Conservatives to the Welsh 
Government’s Cabinet Secretary for Edu¬ 
cation. 

Mr George said: “Rural schools are at the 
heart of community life, often providing 
the only public building for miles around, 
and the threat of closure still hangs over a 
number of rural schools across Mid Wales. 
It’s vital that rural local authorities get a 
better deal from the Welsh Government in 
the future and that alternatives to closure, 
such as schools working together to share 
staff and resources, are given the chance to 
work before closure is considered.”

Residents concerned 
about housing proposals

RESIDENTS in a village fear their 
garage and car parking area 
could be lost for housing. 

People living at Bryn Melyn, Llyn- 
clys, near Oswestry, said that parking 
spots are few and far between on their 
former council estate. 

Now they have been told that Shropshire 
Towns and Rural Housing, which manages 
those homes that are rented, is looking to 
build bungalows on what it now the main 
area for their vehicles. 

Tom Casewell, who lives at Bryn Melyn, 
said that some of the home were owned by 
villagers and some were rented. 

“We have always assumed that our car 
park would be left as a car park,” he said. 

“There are not enough spaces for all the 
houses as it is. Parking on the road would 
be just too dangerous. Now it looks like the 
car park might have to go for the sake of a 
few houses. It is ridiculous.” 

Jason O’Donoghue, development man¬ 
ager for Shropshire Towns & Rural Hous¬ 
ing , said: “The views of our tenants and 
surrounding communities are of great im¬ 
portance to everyone at Shropshire Towns 
and Rural Housing, and so we invited res¬ 
idents of Bryn Melyn to a public consulta¬ 
tion event to discuss proposals to develop 
the garage area. 

“This is a pre-planning consultation 
event; no planning application has been 
submitted to date, and we are interested 
in hearing what the residents think about 
the proposal to redevelop the site and pro¬ 
vide much needed affordable housing in the 
area. 

“Our current proposal shows two bunga¬ 
lows, designed for the over 55s.”

Perch fall led 
to death of 
osprey Ceri 

A POST-mortem has revealed that a 
much-loved osprey hatched at a Mid 
Wales centre that died recently failed 
to recover after falling off her perch 
shortly after her maiden flight. 

Ceri, an eight-week-old female 
chick, fell from a larch perch at Dyfi 
Osprey Centre, near Machynlleth, 
three days before she died. 

Thousands of people from across 
the world had been glued to the cen¬ 
tre’s website and Facebook page to 
watch the arrival of the birds in the 
spring, mating, egg laying and hatch¬ 
ing of the young osprey. 

A spokesman for the centre, run by 
Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust, said 
it appeared that Ceri was injured in 
the fall and although she managed to 
fly back to the nest, never recovered. 
Emyr Evans, of the Dyfi Osprey Pro¬ 
ject, said: “We collected Ceri’s body 
back from the Cambrian Veterinary 
Centre. 

“The post-mortem shows signs of 
trauma sustained to left side of the 
bird with soft tissue swelling, affect¬ 
ing the upper part of the left wing and 
left upper leg. These injuries would 
have been sustained in the fall and 
taken one to two days for the inflam¬ 
mation and bruising to peak. 

“It now looks beyond reasonable 
doubt that Ceri died due to the shock 
from the injuries she sustained fol¬ 
lowing her fall. We buried her on Cors 
Dyfi Reserve. 

“Ceri was a strong, healthy osprey 
and at 54-days-old, out of thousands 
of decisions she took that day, she 
made one seemingly insignificant and 
innocuous call - she decided to roost 
not on her nest but on a perch for the 
first time having taken to the air just 
two days before. 

“The talons of a bird of prey have 
a mechanism whereby they can 
‘lock-on’ to a perch. Maybe this lock¬ 
ing mechanism failed somehow as 
Ceri made micro-adjustments on the 
perch. We had to think about Ceri’s 
brother Tegid too of course. 

“He hadn’t even fledged when Ceri 
first fell off the perch and returned to 
it the following morning.”

New lease of life 
for old churches 



Melverley Methodist Church has been sold at auction

TWO former Methodist 
churches in Shropshire vil¬ 
lages are to be given a new 
lease of life after being sold 
at a collective property auc¬ 
tion in Shrewsbury. 

Edgerley and Melverley Meth¬ 
odist Churches, both near Shrews¬ 
bury, eclipsed their guide prices at 
auctioneers Halls’ seven-lot auc¬ 
tion at the company’s Battlefield 
headquarters. 

Both churches were described by 
Halls’ director and auctioneer Allen 
Gittins as having great potential for a 
variety of alternative usages, subject 
to planning consent. 

“Former churches in village loca¬ 
tions always seem to capture the imag¬ 
ination in Shropshire and the Marches 
and both these properties have inter¬ 
esting original features, which added 
to their charm,” he said. 

“We were delighted with the prices 
achieved at the auction and with the 
huge interest they generated.” Edg¬ 
erley Methodist Chapel, which had a 
guide price of £5,000 to £10,000, sold 
for £54,000. The former church is situ¬ 
ated just outside the hamlet of Pentre, 
close to the village of Kinnerley and 
within 11 miles of both Shrewsbury 
and Oswestry. 

Constructed as a primitive Method¬ 
ist Church (Jubilee Chapel) in 1860, 
the building was extended in around 
1920 and the 1960s. 

Original features included timber 
panelled walls, a raised timber seating 
area/stage to front and windows with 
part stained glass work. 

The accommodation comprised an 
entrance lobby, kitchen and main 
church. 

Dating to 1865, Melverley Method¬ 


ist Church, which had a guide price of 
£15,000 to £20,000, found a buyer for 
£61,000. 

Attractively situated in the centre 
of the rural hamlet of Melverley, the 
former church had many interesting 
internal features, including a vaulted 


ceiling with possibly enough height for 
a second floor, arched metal windows 
and a raised altar area. 

Outside there was an ‘L’ shaped 
area of grass to the front and side of 
the building with potential for a park¬ 
ing area, garage and gardens.

Rescue team 
sees spike in 
help pleas 

A MOUNTAIN rescue team which 
covers an area popular with walkers 
from Mid Wales and Shropshire is on 
course for its busiest ever year after a 
huge spike in callouts. 

Brecon Mountain Rescue Team, 
which covers the Brecon Beacons, 
said it received 23 calls for help in 
July alone - a quarter of the number 
of calls it receives in an average year. 

The team said reports included 
those relating to missing people, in¬ 
jured mountain bikers and uncon¬ 
scious walkers. 

Deputy team leader Mark Jones 
said he believed the surge in numbers 
of people getting into difficulties was 
linked to more people taking part in 
outdoor activities. 

“The Storey Arms car park is 
packed with hikers almost every day 
now, whereas it used to only be on 
busy on bank holidays or sunny days,” 
he said. 

“You can’t deny there are more peo¬ 
ple out enjoying the outdoors and I 
think it must be that. We analyse our 
statistics and generally, over the past 
10 years, 60 per cent of the people we 
were called to rescue and search for 
were local to the area in which they 
had become lost or injured.” 

As of July 31, he said the team made 
up of volunteers, had received 74 call¬ 
outs for the first half of the year. In 
June, a group of 26 schoolchildren 
who were reported to be missing in 
the Brecon Beacons during a Duke of 
Edinburgh exercise were found safe 
and well. 

A major search and rescue oper¬ 
ation was launched after concerns 
were raised that the children from St 
Albans, Hertfordshire, had vanished 
in dreadful weather conditions. 

The team was set up in 1968 and 
usually has about 100 calls per year. 
Meanwhile, The South Snowdonia 
Search And Rescue Team currently 
averages around 50 callouts each year. 

A spokesman said: “We handle 
30 to 40 ‘alerts’ which mainly deal 
with overdue or lost walkers - most 
of which can be dealt with by mobile 
phones.”

College heartache 
for young Jessica 



Jessica has been told she can only be a day student at Derwen College

LIKE most young people Jes¬ 
sica Henstone loves the free¬ 
dom that being away from 
home while studying at col¬ 
lege gives her. 

But Jessica, 23, has been told 
that she will be unable to return 
to her residential course at Derw¬ 
en College in Shropshire, in Sep¬ 
tember, instead having to attend 
as a day student. 

The college in Gobowen specialises 
in courses for teenagers and young 
people with special needs and was re¬ 
cently found to be outstanding by edu¬ 
cation inspectors. 

Jessica has Down’s Syndrome and is 
half way through her two-year course 
in which she has been living, working 
and learning at Derwen College. 

She and her family say Shropshire 
Council’s decision to discontinue the 
residential aspect will affect the whole 
family. Jessica’s parents, Chris and 
Angie Henstone, who live in Oswestry, 
adopted six children with Down’s Syn¬ 
drome, Jessica, the eldest. They also 
have two sons, Dan, 31 and Tom, 29. 

Dan said: “My parents have dedi¬ 
cated their life to making sure all my 
siblings have the best lives possible. 
This of course is not an easy task. Jes¬ 
sica and her brother Julian currently 
live at Derwen College. My parents 
still have four of my siblings at home, 
all of whom have varying behavioural, 
mobility and at time serious health 
needs.” 

He said Jessica has strong social ties 
at the college. “Unfortunately a cou¬ 
ple of months ago, her social worker 
said the council wouldn’t fund Jessica 
to continue her course and would be 
pulling her from her course and resi¬ 
dential placement. 


“Their argument for this was her 
lack of progress in her independent 
living skills.” Dan said that the initial 
suggestion for his sister’s future was 
social housing with some support from 
a personal assistant. He said: “Their 
solution now is for Jessica to return to 
living with my parents. She is 23 years 
old next month and returning to liv¬ 
ing with my parents is not a forward 
step in her independent living skills.” 

Louise Keevil, director of charity 
and corporate services at Derwen 
College, said: “We are confident all 
young people who have benefited from 


a residential placement have more ex¬ 
perience in independence living skills 
and develop into young people able to 
make more of their own choices. 

“It is always our expectation stu¬ 
dents will live a more independent life 
when they leave college. Residential 
placements provide an holistic pro¬ 
gramme of work skills, health and 
well-being and independence provid¬ 
ing the skills for young people to make 
choices and live as independent lives 
as possible. ” 

Shropshire Council said it was un¬ 
able to comment on individual cases.

He is classified as a one point player which 
means he has the most severe level of disability 
on court. 

After his talk he answered a number of 
questions asked by the students and then had 
photos taken with them and his gold medal.

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Equity release hits 
£0.5bn for first 
quarter on record 

Some £8.2 million of housing wealth was 
withdrawn in the UK every working day in 
the second quarter of 2016 as equity release 
lending passed £0.5 billion for the first quarter 
on record. 

Overall there was £514.4 million of lending 
in quarter two, up 34% year on year and 58% 
higher than in the second quarter of 2014, 
according to the latest figures from the Equity 
Release Council. 

The council report points out that the three 
busiest quarters for equity release lending have 
all come within the last 12 months and the annual 
rise in the number of new plans agreed is the 
fastest seen in 13 years. 

Common uses for equity release include paying 
off existing mortgages and loans, providing extra 
retirement income, funding home improvements 
or care related adaptations, paying for travel or 
other one off expenses, and gifting money to 
family members as a ‘living inheritance’. 

The council also says that over 55s’ increased 
appetite to use housing wealthy has been 
supported by market developments which 
include new providers and increasing choice of 
products and features emerging. In addition, the 
market received support from the regulator in 
April when they amended the legislation to allow 
optional interest repayments to be exempt from 
mortgage affordability rules. 

Year on year, the council’s figures show the 
biggest percentage growth in the value of lending 
in the second quarter of the year was for lump 
sum lifetime mortgages, typically involving a 
larger release of housing wealth in a single 
payment, up 37% or £56.8 million compared to 
the second quarter of 2015. 

However, lending via drawdown lifetime 
mortgages, allowing consumers to make multiple 
withdrawals of equity as and when needed, 
continued to account for the larger share of the 
market, growing 31% or £72.4 million to £304 
million compared to the second quarter of 2015. 

Home reversion plans also experienced a 
rise in the second quarter of 2016 with the total 
value of activity more than doubling year on 
year from £623,647 in the second quarter of 
2015 to £1.5 million. Looking at new customers’ 
product choices, some 67% opted for drawdown 
products in the second quarter, up from 65% 
a year earlier, while the share of lump sum 
products dipped slightly from 35% to 33%. With 
market activity having grown significantly during 
that time, the number of new drawdown plans 
agreed was up 27% year on year compared with 
16% for lump sum plans. 

Overall, it meant the total volume of new plans 
agreed across the whole market was up 23% 
year on year, the highest annual growth rate in 
nearly 13 years since the third quarter of 2003. 
The 6,671 new plans agreed was the largest 
quarterly total since the fourth quarter of 2008. 

“These figures are the latest sign that UK home 
owners increasingly see housing wealth as a 
fundamental part of their retirement funding 
plans. The long term rise of house prices has 
allowed many older homeowners to build up 
considerable reserves of housing equity, which 
have the potential to solve many of the financial 
challenges facing the UK’s ageing population,” 
said Nigel Waterson, chairman of the Equity 
Release Council. 


Tips to get your property 
ready for sale this summer 


House sellers are being encouraged 
to get their properties market-ready 
in time for the traditional summer 
peak of activity. 

In 2015, August 10 was the busiest day 
of the year for house hunters browsing 
properties on website Rightmove, with 
more than 43 million page views recorded. 

TV property expert Sarah Beeny said 
during the summer holiday period when 
many people have time off work, a seller’s 
property may be seen by a much larger 
number of people than usual, boosting the 
chances of multiple viewings and a sale. 

She said: “Lots of people put their houses 
on the market around this time of year, so 
you really do need to go the extra mile to 
make your property stand out from the 
crowd.” 

Disruption 

But this year has seen some disruption 
to the housing market - and with the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors (Rics) 
recently saying that the number of potential 
house hunters has fallen back at the fastest 
rate since 2008, some house sellers may 
find they have to work harder this summer 
to show their property off to its best and 
achieve the price they want. 

The disruption has been partly caused by 
a stamp duty hike for buy-to-let investors 
from April 1, which prompted a rush of 
investors snapping up homes earlier in the 
early months of 2016, rather than leaving 
their purchases until later on in the year. 

The EU referendum vote has also caused 
uncertainty, with the British Bankers’ 
Association (BBA) saying this week that 
the number of mortgage approvals made 
to home buyers in June was down by 11% 


compared with June 2015. However, the 
BBA has cautioned against putting too 
much emphasis on its June figures as a 
sign of how the economy is performing 
after the Brexit vote. 

Here are some tips from Beeny to 
help sellers make the most of summer 
housing market activity: 

• Give your garden some TLC. Make 
sure all bushes and trees are trimmed, 
de-weed and mow your lawn, and make 
sure patios, paths and decking are 
moss-free and clean. Brightly-coloured 
flowers in pots and borders also help 

to cheer up a garden, further adding 
appeal. 

Sunlight 

• Make the most of the natural 
light that streams into your property 
in summer. Get rid of blinds and 
dark curtains that block light out and 
strategically place mirrors in places that 
will reflect sunlight to make rooms seem 
even brighter. Lightly-coloured decor 
and furnishings will also help create a 
livelier, brighter space. Open windows 
ahead of viewings to let in plenty of fresh 
air. 

• People buy into certain lifestyles, 
and perfect summer living is one of 
them.

Sales to first time buyers increased in run-up to referendum 



Buyers in the UK seemed largely unperturbed in 
the run up to the European Union referendum in 
June with sales to first time buyers increasing. 

According to the latest monthly report from the 
National Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) 
demand for housing increased as well while supply 
of available properties and the number of sales 
going through were stable. 

However, immediately following the result to leave 
the EU, agents witnessed uncertainty from sellers, 
and supply fell momentarily. 

Overall in June, estate agents saw an increase in 
demand which the NAEA says suggests that buyers 
weren’t fazed by the risk of Brexit in the lead up to 
the vote. There were an average 330 house hunters 
registered per member branch last month, up 9% 
from May when 304 buyers were registered, the 
lowest number recorded since November 2013. 

However, although June saw growth in the number 
of prospective buyers, demand still remains low in 
comparison to June last year. 

Meanwhile, some 57% of agents reported a drop 
in demand from prospective buyers and 58% saw 
supply fall in the week immediately following the vote. 
However, it is expected this will level out in July. 

First time buyers in particular were not impacted by 
the Brexit result. Immediately following the result only 
28% of NAEA agents witnessed uncertainty from this 
group of buyers, while 30% of total house sales in June 
were made to first time buyers, the highest number of 
sales since October last year. 

The Brexit vote did not affect the number sales that 
completed in June either, with a total of eight sales 


completing per branch last month, a figure which 
has not shifted from May. Further to this, the supply 
of available housing also remained the same with 
an average of 37 properties registered per member 
branch in June. 

“In periods of extreme political and economic 
uncertainty, the housing market will always respond. 
However, it’s a relief to see that looking at the whole 
month overall, buyers were still keen to buy, sellers 
were still keen to sell and sales were still going through 
at the same level as we’d expect,” said Mark Hayward, 
NAEA managing director. 


“It’s only natural that immediately following the vote 
supply fell but our figures show that the lead up to the 
vote wasn’t all doom and gloom, which should be a 
good indication of the months to come,” he explained. 

“We remain upbeat and need others in the industry 
to do so as well. 

“The new Housing Minister confirming his 
commitment to building £1 million new homes will be 
encouraging for many buyers, especially those looking 
to buy their first home. Hopefully we should soon see 
housing market confidence bouncing back to the 
levels seen pre-Brexit,” he added. 







UK's soaring 
success story 



GRANTED there hasn’t been an 
overwhelming expanse of sunny, 
blue sky to look up toward in the 
Salopian summer thus far but it is 
a time nonetheless to do so. For 
August is a month where things 
calm down a little in the wildlife 
calendar. 

The frantic antics of spring are over 
and the trees take on a more uni¬ 
form, waxy green and start to look a 
little tired. If the sun does come out, 
its effect is one of wilting those leaves 
rather than giving them life as it did 
earlier in the year. 

Although some birds will be nesting re¬ 
peat broods, many have finished and are in 
hiding due to the annual moult. 

However in that theoretical clear, blue 
sky, there are one or two species that exalt 
at this time of the year. 

For the young of buzzards and red kites, 
midsummer is a time for aerial displays, 
toning their enormous wings and honing 
their hunting skills. Wheeling high above, 
their screaming calls and mewings can be 
heard over many a valley and field and it is 
both a wondrous sight and thrilling sound. 

The reintroduction of the red kite to Eng¬ 
land and Scotland has been one of the major 
conservation success stories of the last 20 
years. 

In the early 1930s, only two breeding 
pairs of red kites were known to survive in 
the British Isles, both in central Wales. 

In a marked contrast to many of our tales 
of wildlife woe, the plight of the red kite was 
not one associated with habitat loss and de¬ 
struction. It is, after all, a creature linked 
to carrion of most kinds and in most places, 
rather than a specific habitat.

Careful protection of the Welsh kites 
helped the native population increase 
slowly, with 20 breeding pairs in 1967, 30 
in 1978, 50 in 1988 and 80 in 1992. 

The re-introductions succeeded because 
the original (and changing) habitat was able 
to support a healthy population. The birds 
had been exterminated because of persecu¬ 
tion, rather than the loss of the aforemen¬ 
tioned locale. 

Today the Welsh population is thought 
to number between 750 and 900 pairs. In 
1992, after three years of being re-intro- 
duced into England, red kites started breed¬ 
ing there again. 

Fledged 

Interestingly the English birds did far 
better from the off. The ‘English’ kites 
started breeding at one year old, unlike 
Welsh birds that often don’t breed until 
their third summer. 

In addition, clutches were larger, with 
more young fledged per pair than in Wales. 

Historically, the kite was associated with 
towns and cities; here it was valued as a 
scavenger, helping keep streets clean. But 
today, in the Chilterns, the kites’ enthusi¬ 
asm for carrion is valued by deerstalkers, 
who leave the entrails from shot deer for 
the kites to clean up. 

In addition to this, their list of modern 
feeding habits is topped by road-casualty 
pheasants, rabbits and squirrels which form 
an important part of their diet. 


Thanks to the tireless work of conserva¬ 
tionists, Britain’s kite population is now 
booming and more and more of these birds 
are being seen in Shropshire, helped both 
by the original Welsh population and the 
re-introductions. 

Yet this is not the case in many other Eu¬ 


ropean countries, where numbers are gen¬ 
erally in sharp decline. 

It is thought that Britain’s kite popula¬ 
tion could eventually reach around 50,000 
pairs. That would truly be a feather in our 
cap, for it would represent more than dou¬ 
ble the current world population.

Council stance on 23 
A&E controversy 
disappoints MP 

MP Daniel Kawczynski has criticised Tory colleagues on 
Shropshire Council for failing to back a campaign to keep 
an A&E unit in Shrewsbury. 

He praised Shrewsbury Town Council for going it alone 
in its decision to fight to keep the emergency unit in the 
town. 

The Shrewsbury and Atcham MP said people need to dis¬ 
play “iron resolve” over the issue. 

He said the town council’s decision to launch a campaign 
to retain A&E services at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital with 
a public rally was to be applauded. 

The Conservative MP said that despite his political dif¬ 
ferences with Labour councillor Alan Mosley, leader of 
Shrewsbury Town Council, he welcomed the decision. 

He said: “As you know the town council’s leader is of a 
different political persuasion to myself but I applaud the 
action they have taken and I was disappointed that Shrop¬ 
shire Council was not able to pass a resolution to defend 
A&E at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, when you bear in mind 
how strong Telford & Wrekin Council has been in its re¬ 
solve in making sure A&E services are protected at Telford. 

“We need a strong demonstration of our iron resolve for 
A&E services to remain at Shrewsbury.” 

A&E services in the county face an uncertain future with 
the Future Fit reorganisation of Shropshire’s health ser¬ 
vices and two main hospitals recommending the creation 
of one emergency centre. 

Mr Kawczynski said that he believed Shropshire Council 
should have at least adopted a motion which called for both 
of the county’s hospitals to retain A&E units. 

He said: “I was very glad that they have passed the reso¬ 
lution and I was disappointed with Shropshire Council, at 
the very least they should have said there should be two 
A&E services in Shropshire. 

“If they do not want to favour Telford over Shropshire 
that second caveat of fighting for two A&Es would be a 
sensible alternative.” 

The MP said it would be unacceptable for RSH to lose 
its A&E unit. 

He said: “My view is that Shrewsbury has to have A&E 
services and that means one of two things.

Councillor Alan Mosley said Shrewsbury Town Council 
will launch its campaign in the autumn after securing a 
venue for the rally.

Concerns rise 
at ambulance 
waiting times 

AMBULANCE staff lost a total of 393 
hours waiting to transfer patients at 
Shropshire’s two main hospitals in June. 

The situation has deteriorated severely 
at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, where the 
time paramedics were forced to wait in 
queues has trebled compared to the same 
month last year. 

The figures, recorded by ambulance 
staff waiting at the RSH and Telford’s 
Princess Royal Hospital, equate in total 
to 33 12-hour shifts. 

Paramedics waiting in queues could in¬ 
stead have attended a potential 164 of the 
most serious ‘red calls’. 

Figures for June this year reveal 278 
waiting hours for paramedics at RSH and 
115 at PRH. 

That compares to June 2015, when 90 
hours were lost in queues at RSH and 71 
at PRH. 

The statistics were revealed at Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s health and adult social 
care scrutiny committee. 

Julie Davies of Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group told the commit¬ 
tee the situation at RHS “gives us cause 
for concern”. She said she was worried 
that infrastructure at the hospital was 
unable to deal with a high number of am¬ 
bulances at one time. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust is campaigning for one of the two 
A&E departments to close to enable a 
single department that can attract the 
staff needed to run a casualty depart¬ 
ment efficiently. It has also warned that 
a short-term A&E closure may be needed 
if consultant levels drop. 

The committee was told that the hos¬ 
pitals had been designed to cope with up 
to five ambulances an hour, but that they 
had been faced with up to 14. 

Council faces 
£14million gap 

SHROPSHIRE Council still has to find 
another £14 million to bridge its funding 
gap for the next financial year. 

The authority said its decision to give 
town and parish councils a further 12 
months to consider whether to take on 
closure threatened services would con¬ 
tribute to the gap, which it says is fore¬ 
cast to increase to £20 million in 2018/19. 

The funding gap is the difference in the 
amount of income the council has and the 
amount it needs to spend to provide its 
services. 

Council leader Malcolm Pate had an¬ 
nounced that the authority had found “a 
little bit of money” to give the services, 
which include leisure centres, museums, 
and parks, a stay of execution. 

James Walton, head of finance, said 
extra funding would need to be found to 
pay for the services, and would be done 
through “one-off’ and “short-term” ini¬ 
tiatives - likely to be the use of council 
reserves and by selling off valuable land. 

He said: “In response to what ‘a lit¬ 
tle bit on money’ means, this can be 
interpreted as the council moving ever 
closer to closing the £14m funding gap in 
2017/18. 

“The financial strategy, which was 
agreed by cabinet and now council, has 
set out what savings we can deliver in 
base budget.” 

Caution given 
to illegal voter 

A MAN has been given a police caution 
for impersonating someone else at the 
ballot box. 

The man, who has not been named, 
but is from Montgomeryshire, commit¬ 
ted an offence of “personation” under 
election legislation when he pretended to 
be someone else while voting in the EU 
referendum. 

Personation is a term used in law for 
a specific kind of voter fraud, where an 
individual votes in an election, whilst pre¬ 
tending to be a different elector. 

Polling station staff said they knew the 
real person and realised that the voter 
who turned up at the booth was an im¬ 
poster and reported the matter to Dy- 
fed-Powys Police. 

Detective Constable Robert Seymour, 
of the force’s fraud team, said: “Members 
of the public must be aware that it is ille¬ 
gal to vote by pretending to be someone 
else, even if they’ve been asked to do it as 
a favour by the person they are pretend¬ 
ing to be.”

ANNA Kendrick has a theory 
as to why weddings make such 
great backdrops for comedies.

Kendrick, 30, stars alongside Zac Efron, 
Adam DeVine and Aubrey Plaza in Mike 
And Dave Need Wedding Dates, a movie 
that not only celebrates all that can go 
wrong at wedding, but is based on a true 
event. 

On February 13, 2013, the not-so-shy- 
and-retiring brothers Mike and Dave Stangle 
posted an advert online, in which they 
revealed they were seeking out dates for 
their sister’s wedding. 

Fed up with their usual flirty, drunken, 
chaos-inducing shenanigans, their family 
had demanded the duo invite respectable 
dates. Wary of giving the girls they knew 
the wrong idea - namely any indication 
they wanted to get serious - Mike and Dave 
decided to look for complete strangers 
instead.

Look at Lexus RX

It doesn’t matter how many times you get be¬ 
hind the wheel of a hybrid it’s still the spook¬ 
iest motoring feeling to pull away in silence - 
and that’s just what happens when you drive 
the Lexus RX450h. 

The fourth generation of the RX luxury SUV is a full 
hybrid RX450h which will drive for up to two miles in 
full electric mode, meaning it’s amazingly impressive 
around town. 

It’s also no slouch on the open road either with a top 
speed of 124mph, 0-62mph in 7.7 seconds and aver¬ 
age petrol consumption of 51.4mpg, together with C02 
emissions of 127g/km, making this Lexus an impressive 
all-rounder. 

The 2016 model is a big improvement on its predecessor 
with a stunning new look which brought admiring glances 
everywhere it went on a week-long test drive. It’s packed 
with leather upholstery and luxurious seating and there’s 
a great electrically adjustable steering column to help you 
find the best driving position. 

There’s a small price to pay for the stunning appearance 
with head room and rear vision slightly restricted for rear 
seat passengers due to the sloping roof but it’s not enough 
to put you off this model. 

Some of the outstanding points include hill-start assist, 
dual speed electric windows, automatic mirrors, LED day¬ 
time running lights, illuminated door handles, rear privacy 
glass, integrated roof rails, a power tailgate with no-touch 
sensor, 20inch alloys and an optional panoramic roof. 

On the road this Lexus is a pleasure to drive with barely 
a whisper of road noise from the 20 inch wheels and little 
or no wind sound. 

Sharp steering means you are quickly at home behind 


the wheel and the high seating position helps the safety 
feel. 

And when it comes to safety Lexus has not skimped. This 
model gets a pre-collision safety system, adaptive cruise 
control, lane departure alert, lane keep assist, traffic sign 
recognition and automatic high beam change. There’s a full 
package of all-round airbags, ABS, vehicle stability control, 
traction control, and tyre pressure warning too. 

There’s a choice of four driving modes at the flick of a 
switch, one of the best navigation systems I’ve encoun¬ 
tered, auto-dimming rear-view mirror, smart entry and push 
button start, rain sensing wipers, front and rear parking sen¬ 
sors, Bluetooth and all the other gizmos you would expect 
to find on such a luxury model. 

Options 

So how well will this Lexus do in the luxury SUV sector? 
Everything you’ve heard so far suggests it will be a winner 
but there is a downside. Is an average of 51 mpg enough for 
instance? There are more impressive options on the market 
and it’s an important factor for the company car man or 
woman. 

But the business sector will be more impressed when it 
comes to C02 emissions where figures of 127g/km mean 
a 20 per cent benefit in kind opportunity - which is much 
better than a lot of the competition. 

It all comes at a cost of course and there was only a 
handful of change out of £55,000 for the fourth generation 
model on test and although the RX450h was stacked to the 
roof with goodies there’s a lot of impressive competition at 
this level. 

Hybrid technology continues to improve with every 
launch and this Lexus is a genuine example of the money 
saving system at its best and don’t forget you’re help sav¬ 
ing the planet too. 

Verdict: If you’ve got over £50,000 to spend the Lexus 
RX450h is well worth a look.

“In the last race it was close for three quar¬ 
ters of the race - I don’t know if he got a bit 
tired over the last couple of laps but up until 
then he was within a couple of seconds. 

“It’s usually me in front of him or him in 
front of me so he’ll be out for revenge.” 

A Newport one-two combined in the MX1 
seniors class, which is competed over 12 min¬ 
utes plus one lap, with Adam Mobs winning 
the first race ahead of team-mate Kurt Ow¬ 


en-Talbot, who then won the other two races.
